the Midway Northern. It is op-
posite one of the new Chanslor Mid-
way wells. This will call for an
offset, and in turn will force the
Hub into drilling on its lease, which
adjoins that of the Midway North-
ern on the east.

PURCHASE OF WATER
COMPANY LOOMS UP
‘AS A BURNING ISSUE

Seeking an improvement in the
water service in Torrance, a special
committee of the directors of the
Chamber of Commerce will report
next Tuesday on the results of their
investigations into the advisability
of the purchase of the water com-
pany by the city of Torrance.

The directors Tuesday instructed
Directors Lancaster, Hines and
Parks to confer with officials of
the water company and to make 2
thorough investigation of the mat-
ter and to report next week.

The directors did nct express
themselves -as either for or agains'
purchase of the watér company, but
the question was brought forward
hecause of the increasingly insistent
demands for adequate service in the

city,
Mr. Osburn Speaks

M. R. Osburn, president of the
Dominguez Land company, was pres-
ent at his first meeting as a di-
rector of the Chamber of -Commerce.
Mr. Osburn declared that the finan-
cial condition of the ‘water company
prohibits the expenditure of money
for improvements in local service
He declared that the officials of
the company have in mind no price
at which they would sell.
